Boys Who Cannot Spell. 


Editor Review: Your editorial In 


Tuesday"! Review entitled, "Can the 
Boy Do It?" aeerne to demand a word 
In explanation. If not In defense of 
the work and the limitation* of the 
schools. 
1C the Decatur schools are 


really falling short of what may rea- 
sonably 5e. oxpeoted of then, then 
criticism, whether explicit or Im 
piled, should be welcomed, and 
H 


should serve as a stimulus to greater 
stress upon fundamentals which have 
been neglected. But let us study the 
boy In question In relation to the 
schools as they ere. 


A boy >has been discovered by the 


Court, unable to spell a number of 
relatively simple words, and equally 
Ignorant of the multiplication table, 
though he had been promoted from 
time to time until he had reached 
the seventh grade before the Court 
made this discovery. Let Vis admit 
the fact, and then state the further 
fact that there are scores of other 
boys and girls In Decatur's schools 
from the sixth grade on up to and 
through the high school, almost. If 
not equally as deficient In respect to 
these two very valuable accomplish- 
ments. 
Some of these pupils might 


have been taught to spell and to re. 
member the multiplication table, Tiad 
conditions been made mor» suitable 
for such teaching. Others could never 
be so taught under any known clr 
cumstances. Apropos of'such a con- 
fession, several things may be said 
to throw light upon the situation. 


First, for lack of sufficient finan- 


cial support, our schools are shame 
fully over-crowded. The teachers In 
tho grades below the Junior High 
School have an average of forty- 
three pupils each. Under such condi- 
tions most of the instruction must 
be given enmasse. 
Individual teach 


Ing, teaching direct towards the In 
dividual needs o* an/ given child, Is 
almost impossible. 
It 
Is a 
great 


shame, almost A' tragedy, lhat teach- 
ers 
must 
neglect 
the 
Individual 


child who deviates in any way from 
the common norm; but to a greater 
or less extent every teacher who has 
charge of a room numbering from 
forty to fifty pupils does so neglect 
or Ignore Inflividual needs and she 
knows she Is doing so. She Is power- 
less to do otherwise. 
When she does 


single out a given pupil from the 
clasa and try to minister to his pe- 
culiar needs, she Is conscious of the 
fact that she Is ignoring others who 
may have needs Just as real, an'd dif- 
ficulties Just aa insuperable. 


The remedy for such a condition is 


two-fold: fewer children for every 
teacher In the ordinary class-room; 
and, 
more ungraded rooms In which 


the Instruction can be almost wholly 
Individual In 
Its 
nature. 
Such a 


remedy Is not within reach of the 
teacher; and at present it seems no 
less Impossible of application by the 
superintendent and board of educa- 
tion. 


Second. When an occasional child 


Is found with such a mental twist 
that his spelling, let at aay, 1» ab- 
normally poor, what should to* done 
with him? Assuming that this dis- 
covery la made In the fourth grade, 
when he IB nine years old, oa« an- 
seir to the question Is, keep him In 
the fourth grade until he can rnik.; 
a "passing" grad* Sn spelling, wheth- 
er it takes two years or six to accom- 
plish this result. Another, and, as 11 
seems to me, a wlstr thing to do is to 
give him such help ai may be possi- 
ble and "pass" him on from grade to 
grade, regardless of his limitations 
in spelling. Even It he should make 
a grade of only thirty in most sub- 
jectg In a clasa whoso average is 
seventy-five or higher. It is doubt- 
less whether It It wise to h»ve him 
held back In a given grad.e more than 
two successive years—surely never 
more than three. 
While promotion 


from one grade to the next higher 
usually presuppose* at least a satis- 
factory attainment In the subjects of 
the preceding grade, every teacher 
understands that It doesn't necessa- 
rily mean any such thing. 
On the 


contrary It may mean that the teacher 
hag spent two year* In an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to teach a given child 
what he ought to learn In that grade, 
and then because of his age, his size, 
his lack of Interest, hi* failure to 
respond to her Influence 
and 
her 


teaching, or her hope that another 
teacher, other subjects or some n.lra- 
cle may quicken him Into new life, 
she passes him on to the next grade. 
Again U may mean that she knows In 
her heart that he Is hopeless, ko far 
as school work "Is concerned, but that 
he will at least do no less in the next 
grade than h« has done In her's, so 
she passes him on to make room for 
the procession that is coming from 
grades below to her. The law com 
pels the school to keep the child until 
he Is fourteen, and In some cases It 
doesn't really seem to be a very vital 
matter In what grade he Is. Such a 
basis for promotion, let me repeat, is 
not used until a child has failed two 
or three times In a given grade. 


Third, It must be recognized that 


the world is full of men and women 
who have made their mark In some 
line, In spite of the fact that they 
were hopelessly Incompetent in some, 
or many, lines of school endeavor. I 
have In mind a physician whoso prac- 
tice Is large and lucrative, and whose 
service Is conspicuously great In his 
community, but his spelling through- 
out the grades and high school was 
such as almost to drive his teachers 
to drink or to nervous prostration. 
This Is not an argument against the 
teaching of spelling, nor against an 
effort to uphold reasonable 
stand- 


ards In It. But the physician In ques- 
tion might be in the seventh grade, 
still had the school not winked at his 
Inability and passed him on In eplte 
of his handicap, twenty years ago. 


Fourth and finally, It should be 


jorne In mind that the boy in ques- 


only nine when the birth record }v*- 
titled his being called thirteen. Thi 
pathetic fact Is that there are mor« 
than one hundred fifty such chlldrei 
In our schools, and provision for th< 
suitable teaching of thirty only. Last 
May the University of Illinois co« 
operated with us In conducting an In- 
telligence Test In several schools. IB 
one of these alone were found thirty- 
one pupils whose mental ages rang* 
from two to seven years below their 
respective chronological ages. As a« 
extreme Illustration of the difficulty 
confronting the schools, we may «lt« 
tho case of a child In the foitrth-A 
grade of tbis school at the age ol 
fourronr.. 
His trtital Kge. at rstfcd 


by the univetTsIt; -is seven yoars, an* 
normal seven year old children an 
usually found ]«st beginning the sec- 
ond grade.

The report, In part, follows: 
"For the third year I have taught 


In the Truth Hall academy, and this 
year along 
distinctly experlmenta 


lines. To me has been assigned two 
beginning English classes, both taugh 
In the so-called "direct method," us- 
ing loose-leaf texts in the phonetic 
script. 
Bookkeeping was introduced 


nto the Academy last year and tho 
two upper classes-have been spend- 
ing1 two hours each week under my 
Instruction, using an American text 
book In English. 
T(v"e Inaugurated the 


teaching of general history and cur 
rent events, using English as 
the 


medium of instruction, hut owing to 
the varying abilities of the students. 
It was necessary to revert to Chinese. 
Especially interesting have been my 
two classes in mechanical drawing 
which havr- done exceptionally fine 
work, tackling real problems In sur- 
veying, landscape gardening. Interior 
decoration, and commercial drawing. 


"Another innovation was my teach- 


ing of English 
penmanship to 
the 


whole student body along lines usu- 
ally followed by Chinese teachers of 
Chinese writing. As In former years 
much of my time and energy has been 
devoted to music, literary societies. 
T. IT. P. A. and athletics, nil In con- 
rfection with Truth Hall Academy.
